- 16.—In spite of the very | 
material increase in new car 
sales in Louisville this year, 
which shows a gain of ap- 
proximately 35 per cent. for 
nine months, used cars con- 
tinue to move very well. 

Garland Lee, secretary of the 
Louisville Automobile Dealers Asso- 
ciation, in a report just issued shows 
that on October 1 dealers held 911 
used cars, valued at $344,236.77, or 
an average of $377.87, whereas on 
October 1 of last year there were 667 
cars on hand, valued at $258,974, or 
an average of $388.26 per car. 

In September of 1928 there were 
659 used cars sold for $195,682.78, 
or an average of $295.42; and in 
September of 1927, 619 cars 
brought $175,249, or an average of 
$283.11. With the exception of 
January, the average sales price 
in September, however, was the 
lowest of the year, showing that 
dealers are not hanging on to used 
motor vehicles.

As a last resort | 
they dispose of it as junk, with the | 
exception of tires, batteries and 
glass, which are saved.

Vote Yes 


N THE HEAT of the presidential campaign some of us| 

may lose sight of the fact that in six states very impor- 
tant highway bond issues will come up for approval or other- 
wise. The fact that these issues reach a grand total of $330,- 
000,000 to be spent on roads indicates the importance to the 
automotive fraternity of the coming election. It is quite! 
possible, also, that by election day other states will have 
added bond proposals to lift the total to more than half a 


billion dollars. 

Iowa will consider a proposal for a $100,000,000 bond 
issue, part of which will be used to retire an issue of $60,- 
000,000 used in state highway construction. The rest of the 
money will be used for hard surfacing some 4,500 miles of | 
roads. 

Missouri will vote on an issue of $75,000,000 to be used 
in surfacing the state road system. Colorado will submit to 
its voters a proposal for a $60,000,000 bond issue to be used | 
in building a state-wide system of roads. Pennsylvania will | 
vote on a proposed increase of $50,000,000 in its highway | 
bond total. West Virginia will act on a proposed issue of | 
$35,000,000 and California will consider an expenditure of 
$10,000,000 for grade crossing elimination. All these issues, 
except the California grade crossing issue, wil] be financed | 
from’motor vehicles taxation and from fuel tax returns. 


Down in Texas they are talking of a $300,000.000 bond 
issue, while Georgia is considering the authorization of 
a $150,000,000 issue. Mississippi, Louisiana and Alabama 
have advanced tentative suggestions for road bond issues 
to total more than $100,000,000. It is not certain that 
these Southern states will finally submit the bond issue 
question to the voters. But even without these the coming 
election has a very lively interest to automotive operators 
in many states, and the approval of the bond issues is of 
importance to the whole industry.

of his car, he will naturally return 
to you when it is time to again buy 
a new car. Properly equipped shops 
pay for their equipment in a few 
years, because they draw that much 
increased business.” 


During this morning's session, the | 
delegates heard a talk by Harry T.| 


Gardner, general manager of the 
Cincinnati Auto Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, on “Too Many Zebras.” “A 
gréat many of our automotive 
Shops,” he said, “are like a herd 
of zebras. They all look alike. Only 
the one that does something unusual 
can ever hope to stand out in the 
herd. In other words, you auto- 
motive men must use the power of 
originality. Apply the same ques- 
tions to your window display. To 
your service, to your advertising. 


Get in that originality whatever you | 


do.” 

Today's sessions opened at 10 
o'clock in the morning after the 
frolic, which was a night of feasting 
and funning anc the members were 
ready to settle down to serious busi- 
ness on the final day. 

The first address today was on 
“Dealer Opportunities in the New 
Competition,” by Leon Banigan, edi- 
tor Motor World Wholesale, fol- 
lowed by “Pennsylvania and Her 
Highways,” by Samuel Eckels, chief 
engineer Pennsylvania Department 
of Highways, Harrisburg. At noon 
the report of the nominating com- 
mittee and election of directors were 
scheduled. 

The program this afternoon will 
include “Is the Dealer Always the 
Goat and Has He a Future?” by 
James Dalton, industrial editor of 
Motor; “The Factor of Confidence 
in Automotive Merchandising,” by 
H. B. Lewis, vice-president Com- 
mercial Credit Company, New York 
city; “Collection Methods That 
Pull,” by Stanley Krebs, New York 
city; “Getting the Business,” by C. 
W. Matheson, vice-president De 
Soto Motor Corporation; report ol 
resolutions committee, selection of 
location for 1929 convention, and 
open forum. 

In discussing the formation and 
operation of the salvage company, 
Mr. Waugh said:— 

“The vital reason for a dealer- 
owned salvage yard is to prevent 
the duplication of losses by dealers 
on junker cars which are frequently 
resold to the public by the inde- 
pendent junker. For example, a 
buyer appears upon Automobile 
Row with an old wreck worth per- 


haps $25. He may honestly believe 
that his car is worth a great deal 
more money. He shops around 
from dealer to dealer, and finally 
trades it in for anywhere from $50 
to $150. The dealer who secures 
the car has no outlet to dispose of 


it te any one except some local junk 
dealer. The junk dealer purchases 
the car for $15 or $20. If the car 
will run, or can be made to run 
with the expenditure of a few dol- 
lars, the junk dealer almost invari- 
ably sells it to some unsuspecting 
purchaser as a transportation 
and the ‘junker’ is back on 
Street again. 

“The iman who buys it soon dis- 
covers that he has been ‘gypped’ 
and proceeds at once to Automobile 
Row, where he trades it in to the 
same or another dealer, on a new 
car or perhaps on a better used car. 
This dealer in turn disposes of it 
again to some junk man, and the 
vicious circle is completed. We 
know of cases in 
seven different dealers have traded 


the 


for the same ‘junker’ car. each time | 
before the car was finally | 


at a loss, 
scrapped. 

“There is also a certain type of 
‘wise’ buyer who, when he is in the 
market for a new car, deliberately 
goes out and purchases an old wreck 
for- $10 or $15, knowing that he can 
turn it in to some dealer at a hand- 
some profit. 

“R. E. Davis, Dodge distributor 
and director of the Omaha Auto- 
mobile Trade Association, conceived 
a plan which he believed would 
eliminate a lot of this unnecessary 
loss. He took the matter up with 
me and we worked on it for many 
months before discussing it with any 
one in order to eliminate imperfec- 
tions and to meet any objections 

which might be advanced. When 
our plan was perfected, we called 
our board of directors into session 
and presented it to them.

Ours 
was the first yard of its kind ever 
established anywhere. We had no 
sign posts to guide us. We adopted 
the theory that the yard must pay 
its own way, that before we bought 
exvensive equipment or permitted 
high overhead expense the yard 
must show returns which would 
justify such expenditures. 


LOCATION, BU'LDINGS,

“We devoted considerable time t 
the question of location. 
found a vacant property about thre: 
miles from Automobile Row anc 
about the same distance from che 
heart of the city in the north halt 
of town. This property had a switch 
track running into it. but was other- 
wise vacant. The owner was receiv- 
ing no revenue from it, and he was 
willing to erect buildings and fences 
for us in order to put it on a paying 
basis. He put up the buildings and 
fences to our order and gave us a 
three-year lease, with the privilege 
of renewal for five years at the same 
price, for $65 a month. Within six 
months we outgrew our original 
buildings and our landlord#erected 
two more and now charges us $85 a 
month. Within the last two weeks 
we have keen obliged to increase o 
yard space and nave added 
more lots, 100x150 feet.

We had an idea 
when we opened our yard that this 
class of business would come to us 
very easily. We have used all of 
the ordinary advertising methods we 
can think of. including letters from | 
local distributors, but the results 
have been disappointing. We have 
not abandoned the idea that this 
business naturally belongs to us, and 
we expect to devise some 
for obtaining it. It may be that 
we will be obliged to put a salesman 
on the road for a while at least in 
order to get it started our way. 


OBJECTIONS TO PLAN 

“Surprisingly few objections to 
our plan of operation have been ad- 
vanced from any source. The objec- 
| tion we most frequently hear, in our 
judgment, is not an objection at all 
We are frequently asked if selling 
used parts at our yard does not re- 
strict the sale of new parts and 
thereby cause a loss to the factories 
and to the local distributors. We 
think it does not. The average buyer 
of used parts is almost never in the 
market for new parts. He is the 
man who has a car from three to 
seven or eight years old and he 
shops around among the various used 
parts houses and buys his used parts

adoption by wholesalers and deal- 
ers of whatever is good. in chain 
store methods, a closer contact 
between manufacturers and whole- 
salers on the one hand and a more 
comprehensive understanding be- 
tween jobbers and retailers on the 
other. An increase in the number 
of qualified retailers, coupled with 
a decrease or weeding out of the 
unqualified, would be another con- 
structive answer to chain store 
competition as well as being help- 
ful to the wholesaler individually 
and the automotive industry as a 
whole, the survey says. 

“A study of chain store methods
